PROCL^J/IATION 

On  March  19,  I94I,  I  signed  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
No.  3,  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  State  Council  of  Defense  upon 
the  issuance  of  a  proclamation  in  time  of  emergency  or  public  need 
in  the  Nation  or  the  State, 

On  April  I7 ,  I94I,  I  issued  that  proclamation  and  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Council  of  Defense  v/as  called  into  being. 

On  May  20,  I94I,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by 
Executive  Order,  established  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense  for  the 
correlation  of  the  instruments  of  civilian  defense.     On  May  27,  1941 , 
the  President  declared  an  unlimited  national  emergency. 

On  October  22,  I941,  the  President  designated  the  period 
from  November  11,  I94I,  to  November  16,  I94I,  "As  a  time  for  all 
persons  throughout  the  Nation  to  give  thought  to  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  in  the  defense  of  this  country...." 

The  tremendous  role  v/hich  Pennsylvania  has  in  the  Nation's 
defense  program  is  best  indicated  in  the  fact  that  on  the  date  of  the 
last  report  giving  the  number  of  local  councils  of  def-snse  in  the 
United  States  the  figure  v/as  2, 8660     On  that  same  date  Pennsylvania 
had  500  of  this  total  operating  under  the  State  Council  of  Defense. 
Pennsylvania  has  shown  v;hat  she  can  do  in  the  work  of  these  councils 
by  collecting  a  greater  amount  of  aluminum  than  any  other  State  in  the 
Union,  save  one,  and  exceeding  even  that  State  in  the  poundage  coll- 
ected per  dwelling. 
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It  nov/  again  becones  Pennsylvania's  duty  to  assume  the 
leadership  in  this  v/eek  of  patriotic  and  essential  activity  v/hich 
is  prinarily  intended  to  serve  as  an  impetus  to  the  people  of  the 
Nation  in  stimulating  their  av/areness  to  the  need  of  participation 
in  the  civilian  defense  program,  to  clarify  the  many  v/ays  in  v/hich 
they  can  participate,  and  better  to  inform  the  citizens  as  to  the 
operation  of  local  defense  councils. 

NOV/,  THEREFORE,   I,  iVRTIillE  H.  JAiAES ,  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  do  hereby  designate  the  period  com- 
mencing Armistice  Day,  Tuesday,  November  11,  194- ,  and  continuing 
through  Sunday,  November  l6th,  as  Civilian  Defense  \/eek  and  call 
upon  all  local  councils  of  defense,  which  have  grown  since  the  time 
of  our  last  report  to  522,  and  are  still  growing,  to  make  studied 
plans  that  the  objectives  of  the  week  may  be  intelligently  and 
vigorously  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  of  our  people,  whose  duty 
and  desire  it  is  to  participate,  and  urge  all  Pennsylvanians  to  give 
thought  and  consideration  to  the  part  which  they  v/ill  play  that  our 
great  Commonv/ealth  may  continue  in  its  leadership  in  all  things 
American  and  not  only  clearly  face  its  responsibility  of  becoming 
.America's  Arsenal,  but  also  continue  as  the  bulwark  and  keystone  of 
national  defense.
